At last I got to the bottom^ and 
judge of tny diaappointment when I found 
that it WW a paroaito giowicg apon the 
roots of a sedge, and hence was no good 
and could npt be cultivated. These aro 
called broom rapes in EoKland. 

Orchids are heautiri)I, fair, aerial, and in 
themaelves harmleas, buG they an of no tub 
to the treca which uphold then) ; in bet, 
they detract from the strength of the trees.
